Utility Law 
in Missouri 
Struck Down 


( 
WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The 


Supreme Court struck down today 
a Missouri law that authorized 
the governor to seize and operate 
a privately-owned 
public utility 


when a strike threatens the public 
welfare. The decision was unani- 
mous. 


The law made illegal any con- 


certed refusal to work after a 
plant has been taken over by the 
state in the public interest. 


Division 1287 of the Amalga- 


mated Association of Street,; Elec- 
tric Railway and Motor Coach 
Employes of America contended 
the law conflicted with the feder- 
al Taft-Hartley Labor Law. 


The litigation arose from a dis- 


pute between Division 1287 and 
Lhe Kansas 
City Transit' Inc., 


which operates in Missouri and 
Kansas. 


The court's opinion was written 


by Justice Stewart. He was ab- 
sent from 'the high bench today, 
however and it was readily by 
Justice White.

Wallace planned to fly to Tiis- 


caloosa this afternoon from the 
state capital at Montgomery, 100 
miles to the southeast. Tonight, 
he is expected to confer with 
members of the university board 
of trustees who voted to admit the 
Negroes on the main campus here 
and a third Negro at the univer- 
sity center in Huntsville. 


The governor is ex-officio presi- 


dent of the board and

against desegregation despite a 
federal court order.

Wallace renewed his appeal to the 
people to keep away from the 
university and let him alone car- 
ry out a test of state sovereignty.

It is clear, he said, 
that Negroes eventually will have 
equal rights and, "our responsibil- 
ity, yours and mine, is to see that 
they are won in a peaceful and 
constructive mannr, and not woi| 
in the streets." 


The chief executive urged that 


cities establish biracial human re- 
lations committees to identify ten- 
sions before they reach crises 
stage and to help ease them. 


He also proposed: 
—Every local government make 


certain its own ordinances and op- 
erations are constitutional, "Ev- 
ery instance1 or institution of seg- 
regation sanctioned by local legis- 
lation or public action is clearly 
invalid," he said. 


—Each local government abol- 


ish discrimination in employing 
and promoting municipal work- 
ers. 


—Each city government enact 
aws assuring the rights of all 
•esidents of equal employment 
and 
housing 
spportunities 
and 


equal access to public accommo- 
dations. 


-^Each mayor undertake a spe- 


cial campaign to encourage young 
persons of both races to stay in 
school in order to increase their 
chances for steady jobs and thus 
lessen unemployment among the 
unskilled. "I think this may prove 
to be, in time, the most important 
thing we can all do," the Presi- 
dent said. 


The mayors' conference resolu- 


tions committee went into session 
immediately after the speech and 
drafted a six-point program em- 
bodying all of Kennedy's propos 
als, plus a plea that "minority 
groups be encouraged to recog- 
nize the correlation of responsibil- 
ity and duty with right and that 
equality of responsibility be en- 
couraged along with equality of 
opportunity."
